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ASKING FOR HIGHER COAL DUTY 

P REMIER TOLMIE NO DOUBT HAS 

observed in press dispatches from Ottawa that 
a delegation from Nova Scotia, headed by Premier 
Harrington, reiently called upon Mr. Bennett and 
asked him to .commit his government, among other 
things, to increase the duty on foreign coal, or grant 
subventions to make up for the expensive rail haul 
which at present prevents the coal-producing areas at 
the opposite ends of the Dominion from doing the 
business with central Canada that is now being done 
by more or less contiguous United States mines' 

The Tolmie government is familiar with this 
question. On a former occasion when Nova Scotia 
pressed a similar demand upon the late administra¬ 
tion at Ottawa, Attorney-General Pooley, on behalf 
of British Columbia, instructed counsel at Ottawa 
to oppose any interference with the tariff on United 
States coal. It was explained at the time that if the 
present fifty cents duty, which both Canada and the 
United States impose on the soft coal they buy from 
one another were iicreased by this country, the neigh¬ 
boring republic would increase its import duty by 
a corresponding amount. This would mean a serious 
blow to Vancouver Island’s and the rest of British Co¬ 
lumbia's coal business with the neighboring states. 
Hard coal, incidentally, upon which central Canada 
depends for industrial and domestic use, comes in 
free; but it may be taken for granted that an increase 
in the duty on soft coal might result in an export tax 
on anthracite in retaliation. And central Canada can 
hot provide for itself. 

What the coal mining industry means to Van¬ 
couver Island was illustrated in the Legislature yester¬ 
day when the member for "Nanaimo asked the House 
lo express itself on the subject of an import duty 
on fuel oil, specifically, of course, to encourage the 
use of more British Columbia coal in preference to 
foreign oil. 

AFTER BRITAIN’S POLICE 

S EVERAL OLD COUNTRY NEWS- 

. papers are grumbling because over a period of 
three years about a score of murder mysteries in Britain 
(till remain on the unsolved list. Some complain 
because the police officers in many districts are com¬ 
pelled to give too much attention to checking petty 
offences and nothing like enough to the prevention 
or detection of the more serious forms of crime. The 
continued absence from his office of Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Lord Byng—occasioned through prolonged 
illness—also seems to be the subject of critical 
remarks. 

Since Britain’s police as a whole, the organization 
at Scotland Yard in particular, is regarded through¬ 
out the world «$ a model of efficiency, perhaps it 
is natural that this record should be regarded as a 
blow to the prestige of the force. However, when 
it is considered that in a three-year period the un¬ 
solved mysteries number only about a score among a 
population of nearly $0,000,000, there does not 
seem £ great deal t0 grumble about. 

TU- figures for 1928, for instance, enable us 
to compare the murder and police record of the 
cities of London and Chicago. In Greater London, 
with a population of more than eight millions, there 
were eighteen murders and eleven convictions, and 
the other seven murderers committed suicide. In 
the same pejjod in Chicago, with a population of a 
little more-them-three millions, there were 367 mur¬ 
ders and' no* executions. ' But a comparison of this 
kind will not pacify a public which expects all 
murderers to be brought to the gallows unless they 
do away with themselves before the arm of the law 
reaches them. 

WHY IS IT BANNED? 

A BOOK DEALING WITH THE CAREER 

of A1 Capone, notorious gang leader of 
Chicago and written by an able newspaperman, for¬ 
merly a member of the editorial staff of The Chicago 
Tribune, has been banned from the Canadian customs 
as well as from sale in Canadian book stores by the 
Department of National Revenue at Ottawa on the 
ground that it is "objectionable reading matter.” 
Criminal prosecution of those responsible for bringing 
the books into Canada is said to be in prospect. 

Although the story in this book revolves around 
the career of Capone, the volume itself really is an 
exposure of the conditions under which gangdom has 
risen and flourished in Chicago, of corruption in of¬ 
ficialdom, maladministration of the law, cynical in¬ 
difference on the part of the general public, amazing 
miscarriage of justice and rapacious criminality in 
gangdom largely connected with the illicit liquor traf¬ 
fic ; the whole presenting a picture of what is described 
as one of the most striking phenomena of the age. 

For the most part the incidents described in the 
book are hot 0«W to Canadian readers, since they 
have been printed in newspapers from time to time, 
while important magazines have carried similar stories 
in great detail. The vivid, gripping style in which 
the story i» told has been favorably reviewed by the 
literary critics of such outstanding newspapers as The 
New York World, and The Philadelphia Public 
Ijdgtr* 

Why wai this book banned by tbe Canadian 
government? What does it mean by the phrase "ob¬ 
jectionable reading matter”? There is not a salacious 
line, word or even bare suggestion of indecency from 
cover to cover. It does not encourage gangdom be¬ 
cause it shows that the life of the average gangster 
is as short as it ia evil, and in this respect it is infinitely 
less harmful to youth than many tales in books, maga- 
' lines and other publications to be found in every city 
in Canada, including many stories by standard authors.

CALM FOR THE MOMENT 


P R THE TIME BEING, AT ANY RATE. 

Spain seems to have restored a semblance of 
political calm. It has been produced by singular 
circumstances. First, King Alfonso called upon one 
of the leaders of the middle left party, mildly anli- 
monarchical, to form a government to replace the de¬ 
funct Berenguer regime. He failed. Another con¬ 
stitutionalist-reformist tried and failed. Then began 
a move for a military dictatorship and the training of 
artillery on the capital. Trouble from this direction 
apparently was averted when the king summoned the 
oldest ranking officer in the Spanish navy to try his 
hand at cabinet making. He has succeeded in gather¬ 
ing round him a complete ministry pledged to support 
the monarchy. Thus a revolution on one hand and 
a military dictatorship on -the ‘other have been avoided. 

From this, distance it would appear that King 
Alfonso and his new government will have to play 
their cards gery carefully indeed if they are to restore 
the people's confidence and dampen the ardor of an 
obviously growing republican movement. There seems 
to be a determined effort on the part of an influential 
section cf the public to write a new constitution to 
replace the present one, and, if it be retained, to put 
the monarchy on a constitutional basis, similar to that 
of Great Britain. In other words, it would be a 
constitutional monarchy in every sense of the term. 
This, of course, is not the case in Spain to-day, where 
the king already is guilty of condoning the suppres¬ 
sion of the very constitution which created what is 
called a constitutional 'msnlrchy. with the sovereign 
inviolable. ,

and Nets Have Destroyed 
Fishing, Old-timers Aver 

Boston, Feb. 18.—Something is wrong 
with the fishing industry. Its captains, 
ashore and afloat, were In agreement 
on this point recently, but on little 
else. 

Individual catches have been grow¬ 
ing smaller and many of the men who 
brave the north Atlantic’s fury In fair 
weather and foul, to reap the harvest 
of the deep, say there are no longer 
as fine fish In the sea as ever were 
caught. They say modern methods have 
damaged the fishing grounds and pre¬ 
scribe a return to methods as old as 
the Industry for a remedy 

The men engaged In the ancient I 
method of catching fish with hook and ! 
line claim a shortage In fish has been 
brought about by wasteful operations 
of steam trawlers. The trawler men 
deny this, but their argument might 
carry more weight If so many of them 
wece not tied up at the present mo¬ 
ment, unable to operate at a profit. 

The Massachusetts Fisheries Asso¬ 
ciation has statistics to show that no 1 
shortage exists, that the fish brought 
to port last year actually represented 
an Increase. It Is Inferred that possibly 
more power trawlers were sent to the 
fishing banks than was for their own 
good: that the catch was divided be¬ 
tween many vessels. 

UNMARKETABLE FISH 

No one In the Industry denies that 
the trawlers kill huge quanti¬ 
ties of small and otherwise unmarket¬ 
able fish; The hand liners argue this 
method la destroying the fishing 
grounds. The trawler Interests say the 
fish discarded furnish food for other 
fish, small fry that would be eaten 
cannlibaUstleaUy In equal numbers, 
anyhow.

and the ohly plausible explanation that can be offered for tills state of 
affairs Is that somehow women, being more patient and long-suffering 
and Inured to afflictions than man, stand matrimony better than they do. 


Of course, the real reason why we number among our friends so many more 
widows than widowers Is because being a widow Is so often a permanent state 
with a woman, whereas with a man It Is merely an Interlude. Generally 
speaking, a widow stays a widow, but a widower rarely remains a widower.

The widow finds herself equally stranded. Her husband may have 
been grouchy and cantankerous and hard to live with, but even so, he gave 
a point to life. He made things worth while. He was somebody to go out 
with. He was somebody to please. He was somebody to keep house for. 

Of cousse, if she has to go out and earn her own living or If she has little 
'Chlldreh, the widow has her hands full, but If widowhood comes to her when 
she Is middle-aged, as it generally does, there is nothing left for her but to 
go to live with her children and be a parasite upon them or else Join the army 
of well-to-do female tramps who migrate from hotel to hotel and*support the 
tourist agencies.
